10 (/■P) — The 
AAA took the v iew today that 
there is still “plenty of w heat” 
despite a drop of 124 ,000,000 bu ­ 
shels in the gov ernment esti­ 
m ates of tha t crop. 
The Au g. 1 estim ate of the de­ 
partm ent of agricu ltu re, issu ed 
y esterday , placed the total wheat 
crop for 1935 at 6 07 ,67 8,000 bu ­ 
shels. This compared with a Ju ­ 
ly 1 forecast of 7 31,000,000 bu ­ 
shels. 
“Radical changes” hav e taken 
j place in the past m onth, said 
j the departm ent, which also re­ 
ported a corn estim ate of 2,- 
27 2.14 7 .000 bu shels, as against 
the estim ate of 2,04 5 ,000,000 bu ­ 
shels a m onth earlier. This was 
an increase of 228,000,000 bu shels 
in the 30 day s. 
AAA officials made plain that 
the altered figu res for wheat 
foreshadowed no change in their 
plans to requ ire tha t acreage be 
redu ced 15 per cent nex t y ear. 
The fou r-y ear wheat adju stm ent 
contracts also will rem ain u n­ 
affected by the estimate, said 
George E. Farrell, director of the 
AAA’s grain div ision. 
There was a redu ction of 97 ,- 
031.000 bu shels in the spring 
wheat crop and officials attrib ­ 
u ted this to black ru st, hot 
weather and drou ght. 
W inter 
wheat, on which the estim ate 
dropped 26 ,291,000 bu shels, was 
described as threshing ou t “su b­ 
stantially below earlier ex pecta­ 
tions.”

Pork prices hav e lofted to lev ­ 
els rem iniscent of the “boom” 
era. Retail pu rchasers paid in 
some instances fou r times as 
mu ch for pork chops as a y ear 
ago. Packers paid abov e $12 for 
pork, the first time in y ears hogs 
had hit the $12 mark. 
The cau se was attribu ted to: 
1. 
The 
1934 drou th du ring 
which farm ers got rid of their 
hogs as qu ickly as possible to 
av oid losing them from heat, 
thirst or starv ation. 
2. The agricu ltu ral adju stm ent 
act which prov ided for the de­ 
stru ction of 6 ,000,000 piggy sows 
or grown sows which wou ld hav e 
been on the m arket this y ear. In 
addition, u ncou nted prospectiv e 
litters were destroy ed. 
Receipts a t the Union stock­ 
y ards for the first fou r day s of 
the week totaled 33,6 00 head of 
hogs, while in the same period 
a y ear ago 88,631 head were re­ 
ceiv ed. The estim ated figu re for 
the week is 39,000, the fewest on 
record. To date this y ear hog re­ 
ceipts 
amou nted 
to 2,229,000 
head, compared with 4 ,04 5 ,000 
hogs receiv ed by this date last 
y ear. 
Employ ment in the y ards had 
fallen to abou t 200 hog handlers, 
where the av erage is 7 00 to 800. 
A y ear ago 860 were employ ed. 
Pork chop prices to the con­ 
su mer showed mu ch v ariation, 
ranging from 17 cents a pou nd 
at Des Moines, la., to 50 cents in 
Clev eland. Chicago offered chops 
at 30 cents, to cents higher than 
a week ago and fou r times the 
price offered at times last y ear.

London (/P)—An Oxford-Cam- 
bridge joint track team may 
make its first invasion of the 
Pacific coast in 1937. 
Preliminary negotiations were 
carried on here during the visit 
of the Harvard and Yale track 
teams and the idea has met with 
favor on the English side. 
Oxford and Cambridge a th­ 
letes will go to the United States 
in 1937 for their quadrennial 
clashes with Harvard-Yale and 
Princeton-Cornell. The Olympic 
year, 1936, is an off-year in these 
Anglo-American fixtures. On the 
other two years of the four-year 
periods it has been the custom 
for Cornell and Princeton and 
then Yale &nd Harvard to come 
to England.

St. Paul (/P) — Even the clouds 
that brought rust to decimate 
the northwestern farmer’s wheat 
yields have their silver lining. 
A. G. Ruggles, professor of en­ 
tomology at the University of 
Minnesota, 
declared 
tha t the 
sultry and rainy weather re­ 
sponsible for the ravages of black 
stem rust in the northwest wheat 
belt this year was the factor that 
eliminated the grasshopper and 
cinch bug plagues. 
“ Grasshoppers 
a n d c i n c h 
bugs,” Ruggles asserted, “ have 
been 
kept 
under 
control 
by 
weather this year so that very 
little damage from either is ex­ 
pected.” 
“ This year is the first year in 
Minnesota’s five year battle with 
grasshoppers tha t the weather 
has favored the farmer,” the en­ 
tomologist said. 
Heat and excessive moisture 
this year, he said, created unfav­ 
orable conditions for the hatch­ 
ing of millions of eggs laid by 
grasshoppers 
that 
came 
into 
Minnesota and North Dakota 
from Manitoba, Canada, last fall, 
eliminating an expected ’hopper 
invasion. 
He pointed out that 
abundant vegetation, also trace­ 
able to the weather, was a factor 
in keeping the ’hoppers down as 
the pests were not forced to 
leave their hatching ground for 
food. 
“ The ’hopper population,” he 
reported, “ has been so reduced 
that it will be a long period be­ 
fore the number again can reach 
threatening proportions.” 
The weather also prevented a 
threatened outbreak of cinch 
bugs 
in 
southern 
Minnesota 
Ruggles said.

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WEIGHT VS. HEALTH 
If y ou are a middle aged man and u nder 
weig ht according to the standard weight tables, 
y o u need not worry abou t y ou r condition. A 
study of weight with relation to health giv es u s 
the information that by the time that middle 
a g e is reached it is a definite adv antage to be 
under weight for height. There is a great ex cess 
in mo rta lity 
among ov erweight p ersons, whatev er 
the a g e, and also an ex cess among y ou ng adu lt 
underweig ht p ersons. 
Studies of the life and death of 3,000 men show 
tha t when 100 is u sed as the normal death index , 
the index nu mber for y ou ng men twenty -fiv e or 
mo re p ou nds u nder weight is 118, for those aged 
fro m thirty to thirty -nine, 105; from forty to 
fo rty -nine, 83 and for fifty and ov er, 7 7 . From 
twenty -fiv e to forty -fiv e p ou nds ov erweight 
bring s u p the index sharp ly in all age ranges 
a nd men who are fifty p ou nds ov erweight hav e a 
mortality index of 163 in the first brack et, 143 in 
the second, 144 in the third and 130 after reach­ 
ing the age of fifty . 
Tu bercu losis was shown to hav e tak en the liv es 
o f most of the men who died y ou ng, if they were 
u nderweight. Organic heart disease is the mal­ 
a dy that attack s the men who are ov erweight. 
The death rate from that disease was 253 for 
ea ch 100,000 for men forty -fiv e y ears of age and 
o lder when they were fifty p ou nds ov er normal 
weig ht. For those near normal weight in the 
sa me age range the death rate was 213 and for 
the u nderweight class it was 161. 
Among the 
other diseases' that seem to attack those who are 
o v erweig ht are ap p endicitis, nep hritis, diabetes 
a nd ap op lex y . 
Cancer death rates were abou t 
the sa me for all weights, and there was little 
v a ria nce 
in the ty p hoid fev or and influ enza fig­ 
u res. 
Pneu monia deaths were higher among 
those ov er thirty y ears of age who are ov er­ 
weig ht.
